HOW SAFE ARE YOU? 


Never before in history has so much effort been put into 
making life safe; and making people conscious of the various 
work that is now being done, and the need for following safe 
practises. In some ways our efforts at prolonging life and a- 
voiding suffering and hardship seem to be be progressing— 
in others the results are not so reassuring. 


We now have Fire Prevention Week, National Immuniza- 
tion Week, the papers and the radio are full instructions for 
those who would itive automobiles and trucks, the health of 
our livestock, and as fesult, ourselves, is protected by laws 
which require vaccination, immunization and so forth, we have 
in the area health facilities which would have astonished our 
grandfathers, a public health nurse is continually on duty 
checking on the health of the school children and seeing that 
they are given all the protection that modern medicine affords. 


There is no question but that these efforts have been pro- 
ductive of favorable results. It is not so long ago that diph- 
theria was a killer feared by mothers and fathers of young 
families throughout the district. Not a few children succumbed 
to this age-old malady. Now diphtheria is hardly known, and 
the ravages of many other diseases, including whooping cough, 
a dangerous killer of young children and scarlet fever, which 
often left a trail of after effects, have been greatly reduced. 


These developments are most gratifying, and reflect well 
on the general level of co-operation between parents and health 
authorities, The standard of our accomplishment in this direc- 
tion can only be maintained and improved by constant vigil- 
ance and a continuance of the co-operation. 


Fires, too, seem to be less frequent than in times past, 
and this may well be partly attributed to a growing realization 
of the need for care in the home and shop. It is also due to the 
fact that many people have been able to improve’their heating 
and cooking facilities, and homes have been generally improv- 
ed, with less crowding, and more attention to the need for brick 
chimneys and other safety measures. 


One phase in which safety measures seem to fall behind 
needs is that of the motor driver, Despite the continual urging 
of authorities through all means available, the motor accident 
‘vate remains high. Our own district this year has been the 
scene of at least two fatalities and a large number of costly 
accidents, accidents which in some cases have incurred no 
small amount of personal suffering. Obviously something must 

‘be done to improve the calibre of our driving. In many cases 
the accidents did not result from any particular infraction of 
the rules of the road, but seemed rather to stem from an in- 
sidious desire to drive a little bit faster than driving ability of 
road conditions indicate as being safe. 

There was a time, when, if we drove at forty or more miles 
per hour, the old gas buggy began to make its speed known by 

‘ its noisy protest . . . but now with the modern vehicle it’s a 
little different. The sleek, well balanced jobs we now drive 
give little indication of the speed with which we are moving, 
and are as quiet at 60 or 70 as they are at 50, 


The result is obvious. Unless the driver is a little bit speed 
conscious, he is apt to overlook the fact that he is ambling 
down the road at a rate which goes a little beyond either the 
limit. set by conditions in general or by his own ability in 
portiovlar, and first thing he knows,. himself or one or more of

ALL THE PEOPLE 

Is dembcracy all take and no give? 
It almost seems’ so as one listens to the 
enthusiastic words of some of labor's 
union leaders. Mr. George Burt speak- 
ing to the United Automobile Workers 
in Windsor recently, 
trade union movement as ‘“‘the best 
bulwark of our democracy today.” Un- 
fortunately Mr. Burt wasn’t as pleased 


with the attitude. of employers or of, 


the Federal government who, appar- 
ently, had not looked at democracy 
from exactly Mr, Burt's point of view, 
which is almost exclusively directed 
towards the more selfish interests of 
the automobile workers and the C.LO.

Triceratops Bones 
Feature Of Museum 


EASTEND, Sask. — This yillage's 
museum has the skeleton of an animal 
which is believed to have roamed the 
North American continent 60,000,000 
years ago. 

George Green, president of the Van- 
couver branch of the British Columbia 
Historical Association, says the skele- 
ton was found four miles east of here 
in the Cypress Hill. * 

Scientists call it the ‘triceratops hbe- 
cause of the three prongs which jut 
from its forehead and snout. 

The skeleton of the head measures 
six feef from snoyt to back. The heavy 
body was similar'to that of a hippopo- 
tamus. 

When the triceratops wandered 
about the flat’ lands here the Rocky 
Mountains had not risen above the in- 
lang sea which then hemmed in the 
islands known now as the Cypress 
Hills. 

A 1928 expedition to Mongolia by tie 
American Museum of Natural distory, 
headed by Roy Chapman Andrew-, 
found in the Gobi desert of Siberia re- 
mains of ancient dinosaurs which clos- 
ely parallel the body framework of the 
Eastend creature.

In a sense, it 
a gamble,with the governmont 
betting that the Canadian dollar is 
good enough to hold its own against 
the much-vaunted U.S: bill, 
During the war, a complex system of 
exchange rates was set up. For 11 
years, the Canadian dollar has been 
set arbitrarily in value. The old proos- 


.| dure was to let the valie of the dollar 


be determined by what world traders 
are willing to pay for it on the open 
market, and it is to this procedure that 
Canada has reverted. : 

What Canada’s dollar is worth de- 
pends on what other people in other 
countries think it is worth. And these 
people base their thoughts on what 
Canada’s newsprint, gold, wheat, lum- 
ber, and other resources are worth on 
the world market, 

Apparently, the people who 
determine what the dollar is worth 
have a good deal of confidence in Can- 
ada, which is encouraging to the gov- 
ernment and should also be encourag- 
ing to Canadians. * 

Sets Example 

Canada was able to free its dollar 
because its reserves of golq and U.S. 
dollars rose to an unprecedented $1,- 
789,000,000 as of Sept. 30, after three 
years of “austerity” in restricting U.S. 
imports and clipping expenditures in 
the U.8. ~ 

The federal authorities hope that 
other countries will follow the lead and 
free their currencies also, so that world 
trading can get back to what some au- 
thorities’ describe as a more “realistic” 
basis. In any case if the experiment 
fails, Canada can always clamp the 
“official” rate back on again. 

Meanwhile, traders showeq a wait- 
and-see confidence in the Canadian 
dollar. It went up to nearly 96. cents 
compared to the U.S. dollar against 
the old pegged rate of 90.0. Some sour- 
ces In Washington and London thought 
that eventually it might even achieve 
a higher value than the US. dollar. 

But even if the Canadian dollar 
steadies at only 95 cents in American 
funds, repercussions would be felt by 
every Canadian. It would mean that 
things we buy from the U.S, will be 
that much cheaper. Things we buy 
from Britain, or anywhere else, ‘for 
that matter, will be a little cheaper 
if our dollar is higher. When we scll 
something to.the U.S. we don't get as 
much.in Canadian dollars as we did. 
But there is less difference between 
Canadian and U.S. dollars and we are- 
n't so worried about it. . 

On this count, the government made 
it easier to go to the U.S. for short or 
long trips. The foreign exchange con. 
trol board eased its restrictions on 
travel south of the border and the 
$150 a year formerly allowed Canadians 
for such purposes has been enlarged to 
include any “reasonable” amount. 

Big Investment 

The freeing of the dollar came about 
partly because U.S. financiers figured 
the Canadian dollar was, worth more 
than 90 cents. For this reason, and be- 
cause they expected revaluation they 
were starting to buy up our money. 

This U.S. money invested in Canada 
was having an effect on our cost-of 
living. Finance department officials 
say the “freeing” move will tend fo 
stop the inflationary trend.

Seed Germination 


If you expect to buy seed, sell seed, 
or plant seed you: produced yourself, 
make sure that it is good seed and that 
it will grow, advises J. E. Birdsall, 
Supervisor of Crop Improvement. You 
may determine the purity and germina- 
tion of the seed yourself, supply a 
sample to your elevator agent who will 
arrange for a germination 
analysis, or send it to the Plant. Pro- 
ducts Division, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, Calgary. For official 
grades, samples must be sen to the 
| Plant Products Division. 

With frost damage over wide Areas 
of Alberta this year, seed testing lab- 
oratories are likely to be working to 
capacity in the late winter and early 
spring. A wise precaution is to send 
your sample now in order to avoid de- 
lay when the information is needed.

tee will be of interest to all; 

“Section 3, Clause 2, Gélegates the 
right to a divisional board or munici- 
pal district to pass a resolution re- 
questing the Government co set up a 
County. The objection to this section 
is that no divisional board or M.D. has 
received a mandate from the electors 
to pass such a resolution. 

Section 6 states that the Act shall 
not apply to town, village, consolidated 
and separate schools which are not -in- 
eluded in the schod! division. The ru- 
ral electors residing in these school 
districts will then not only elect their 
own boards, but being in the municipal 
district will also have the right to vote 
for county concillors, who in turn will 
administer the schools included in the 
division, 

Section 14 allows the county council 
to appoint committees whose duties are 
enumerated. A municipal committee 
will be appointed, a school committee 
etc. e school committee may each co- 
opt the services of not more than three 
electors who are willing to act as mem- 
bers of the committee .This in effect 
means that elected ‘school boards res- 
ponsible to the people will be elimtnat- 
ed. At the time of the election neo e- 
lector will know which of the members 
of the county counefl will sit on the 
achool ‘committee. This is undoubtedly 
a retrograde step. School admin'stra- 
tion is the most {mportant branch: of 
local government and involves an an- 
nual expediture of close to thirty mi! 
lion dollars. Representatives who are 
given this responsibility should be e- 
lected by popular, vote and not ap- 
pointed or co-opted, f 

The sections governing the represen- 
tation of included town and village 
school. districts are confusing and .apt 
to cause dissatisf>ction in these areas. 

Section 20 states that committees 
shall have and exercise on behalf of 
the county council all powers confer- 
Yed upon them by their separate Acts, 
except the powers: (a) to borrow mon. 
ey; (b) to pass a by-law; (c) 
to do such other things as may be re- 
served from time to time to the county 
council by by-law. 

Thus the county council may at any 
time, by passing a by-law, deprive the 
echool committee pf any or all of its 
powers. . 

Section 24 makes the provisions of the 
Municipal District Act, insofar as they 
are not inconsistent with the County 
Act, apply in their entirely to every 
county. 

Under the School Act, an elector, who 
may not be a taxpayer, is eligible for 
nomination and election to a school 
board. Under the Municipal Districts 
Act a candidate for election as a 
councillor must be a taxpayer. This 
would mean that under the Cotihty Act 
the qualifications for councillors, some 
of whom would be on the school com- 
mittee, would be limited to taxpayers. 
This Act states that the number of 
counties to be established shall not 
exceed four and after the expiration 
of four years a plebiscite of the electors 
shall be conducted to determine wheth- 
er they are desirous of continuing un. 
der the County Act or revert to the 
previous form of government, There 
is no provision in the Act which would 
prevent the Government introducing a- 
mendments at any time to increase the’ 
number of counties to be established, 

Mr. Gerhart when answering ques- 
tions following his address at the Re- 
fresher course, made it quite plain that 
the chief object of the legislation was 
to promote greater harmony bet ween 
municipal councils of divisional boards 
There may be some friction between 
a few of these governing bodies with 
respect to finance and school bus roads

A third type now under test at Many 
berries represents a cross of Romney 
on Romnelet, producing a sheep sub- 
stantially % Romney, 4 Rambouillet, 
Only the first eross has been made. 
This experiment was initiated in an 
effort to arrive at the optimium per- 
centage of Romney to use in crossing 
with the Rambouillet. Fhe % Romney 
could be expected to produce a thicker 
lamb, but possibly not as dense a 
fleece, 

The Romnelet and Canadian Corrie- 
dale both produced heavier lambs than 
aid the crass of Romney on Romnelet, 
The Canadian Corriedale lambs were 
slightly hed@vier than the Romnelets 
because of more singles but the higher 
productivity of the Romnelet ' was 
shown by the heavier weight of lamb 
weaned per ewe bred. 

Similar results were obtained with 
the two breeds in 1949, when the lamb- 
ing percentage in the Romnelet flock 
excelled that of the ‘Canadian Corrie 
dales and 50 Romnelets weaneq 974 
pounds more lamb than 50 Canadian 
Corriedales under the same conditions

To serve 
western farmers, Line Elevaters 
Farm Service operates a modern, 
efficient cereal seed testing labora- 
tory.

One blend 
marketed by Scott. contains seeds from 
five different countries. Their top 
blend contains Kentucky Bluegrass, 
highland beritgrass and poa trivialis. 
Perennial Grasses 


Bluegrass is What seed men call “an 
act of God.” You have to harvest it 
where you fing it—usually in Kentucky 
Missouri and parts of Canada. Bent- 
grass—the close-clinging type found on 
better golf course greéns—generally 
comes from Washington, Oregon, -_New 
Zealand and .southern Germany. Poa 
trivialis can be grown successfully for 
seed only in Denmark. 


These grasses are perennial—plants 
which continue to grow year after 
year, They don't grow as rapidly as 
annuals like redtop or annual tye grass 
and the seed yield is lighter. ‘ 

But-annual grasses die out after a 


season of rapid growth. That is the big !

Symptoms of this disease will first 
jbe uneasiness on the part of the ani- 
mal, switching of the tail, kicking at 
the abdomen, getting up and down, and 
‘considerable pain. The animal makes 
frequent attempts to urinate and in due 
time the abdomen becomes swollen 
Calculi forms in the urethral passage, 
thus filling the bladder to a point of 
rupturing. In early stages of the con- 
dition an operation can be performed 
to remove the calculi. if the stone can- 
not be removed, the urethra is cut in 


two and the urine allowed to escape 
through an. opening made below the 
anus. In such cases, the animal is fat- 
tened as soon as possible and slaugh- 
tered, 

Various theories as to the formation 
of the calculi stones have been foum 
ulated, but investigations have failed to 
establish any one factor respons! bie.

Hence, competent replacements 
for the present herders were not being 
trained.” 
City consumers’ demand for larger 
than normal supplies of meat also is 
keeping down numbers of sheep for 
wool production. High price of lamb 
has encouraged farmers to sell of their 
lambs.
